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1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 2-7 and 9-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lindsay. Lindsay discloses most of the elements of the claims but for features such as the 
protrusion being on the insert and the corresponding recess being on the insert holder (Lindsay 
shows the reverse). Lindsay also does not teach the recess extending in a longitudinal direction 
and the clamping abutment surfaces of the insert being sloped. On the other hand it would have 
been obvious to provide the invention of Lindsay with the missing features for the purpose of 
more securely retaining the insert, to allow for easier insertion and removal of the insert, for 
design or aesthetic reasons, or depending on the particular application/insert desired. Reversing 
the surfaces on which a protrusion and recess are placed would not appear to be novel or 
unobvious, for example. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on 07/30/02 have been folly considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that the examiner has shown no motivation in the prior art to 
modify the device of Lindsay as set forth in the rejection. On the other hand the rejection set 
forth by the examiner is believed to clearly indicate why one of ordinary skill in the relevant art 
would have been led to make the modifications to the invention of Lindsay. Additionally it is by 
now well settled that the reference itself need not articulate the specific modification in question 
(if it had, the rejection would have been made under Section 102 of the Statute in this case), and 
that that motivation to modify the base reference be found in the prior art as a whole including 
the common knowledge of the artisan. Finally, it is also well settled that one having ordinary 
skill in the art must be presumed to have some skill rather than a lack thereof. The modifications 
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to Lindsay set forth above are considered to be well within the skill level of one having ordinary 
skill in the relevant art.
